Reconstruction of the road to Camp Baldy will be sought 
immediately as the result of a community meeting last night. 
N. E. Trautman, chairman, was authorized to appoint a com- 
mittee representing the Chaffey district to push the proceed- 


ings. 
and Pomona also appoint a Camp 
Baldy road-building committee. 

Committees from each com- 
munity will then make definite 
plans in approaching the Los An- 
geles county board of supervisors 
in requesting funds for construc- 
tion of the canyon route to the 
famous resort area. That part of 
the highway washed out by the re- 
cent flood is in Los Angeles county. 

Nearly 75 men and women from 
all parts of the district were at 
the meeting. Howard Way, coun- 
ty engineer, said the upper por- 
tion of the canyon road is in San 
Bernardino county and that a bull- 
dozer would be on the job there 
today in clearing and rebuilding 
the road from Ice House canyon 
south to the Chapman residence. 

He understood that five miles of 
the Camp Baldy road had been 
washed out and estimated cost of 
rebuilding it at least $50,000. 

C. E. Grier, chairman of _ the 
county board of svpervisors, just 
back from the special legislative 
session at Sacramento, pointed out 
that rebuilding of the canyon 
route is the responsibility of Los 
Angeles county. He suggested the 
cooperation of committies from 
the communities most affected and

matter to the Los Angeles super- 
visora. 

Flood damages to county high- 
ways and bridges totals $2,800,- 
000, he said. 

Construction of a temporary 
road to the resort was suggested, 

Among others who made sugges-

Richard G. Manley of Upland. Mr. 
Manley and Carl Holmer, Ontario 
city engineer, may be asked to 
prepare a tentative estimate of 
the cost of rebuilding the route.

GRIER DISCUSSES 
RELIEF AND TAXES 


Against Unicameral Legisla-; 


ture—Favors Federal Plan 
Of Relief 


c. E. Grier of Upland, chair- 
man of the San Bernardino coun- 
ty board of supervisors and pres- 
ident of the state supervisors as- 


sociation, who has just returned | 


from Sacramento, where relief 
and legislative matters have been 
under consideration, spoke to 
members and guests of the Up- 
land Rotary club today noon. Don 
Palmer, program chairman, in in- 
troducing Mr. Grier, presented 
him as the “tax expert of Cali- 
fornia,” under which title his 
many friend feel he can qualify. 
Mr. Grier has been working a 
mumber of years for a better ad- 
ministration of relief and also 
on more equitable tax plans, 

Said Mr. Grier, the county en- 
gineer’s estimate of damage to 
county highwayg and bridges as 
@ result of recent floods—exclu- 
sive of state highways—is $2,- 
800,000; an additional damage of 
$2,250,000 being estimated to 
state highways and bridges. 

The flood control plan recent- 
ly presented to army engineers 
must be changed as a result of 
the recent damage. Previous 
plang called for the expenditure 
of approximately $23,000,000, but 
revised plans require a sum of 
about $30,000,000, which is expect- 
ed to be met largely through fed- 
eral appropriation. The recent 
flood, he said, is the worst since 
1862. 

Mr. Grier is cpposed to the 
unicameral legislature — which 
measure is expectel to be on the 
November ballet—giving as one 
reason that it would place control 
of the state legislature in three 
counties. He also termed as dis- 
astrous the proposed exemption 
of certain real estate from taxa- 
tion, saying it would increase 
taxes in various counties from 50, 
to 300 per cent. 

“He mentioned also the six or 
seven old age pension plans that 
will appear on the ballot. Regard- 
ing old age pensions, Mr. Grier 
advocates adoption of a federal 
old age plan that would work

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FLOOD WORK FOR 
UPLAND PROPOSED 


City Seeks To Get Outside 
Aid In Storm Drain 
Construction 








Three phases of the Upland flood 
control work will be emphasized 
with a view of getting outside as- 
sistance it was indicated today as 
an enlarged county committee be- 
gan a series of meetings to plan a 
rehabilitation program. Richard 
G. Manley, city manager, and R.! 
V. Ward, local engineer, are on 
the committee. 

All the work that concerns Up- 
land city would be done outside 
city limits and for that reason Mr. 
Manley contends county and state 
funds should be made available. 

Program Outlined 

The three local phases of the 
proposed work are: First, clear- 
ing of the debris from West Twen- 
ty-fourth street and construction 
of an adequate storm channel; 
second, construction of an addi- 
tional flood wall on the east bank 
of San Antonio canyon wash, and 
third, construction of a storm drain 
on Mountain avenue beginning at 
Twenty-sixth street, to confine the 
flood waters and prevent them 





from tearing up the pavement and | 
washing property. i 

Upland was represented at | 
county-wide meeting in San Ber- 
nardino yesterday at which &@ gen- | 
eral flood control and rehabilita- 
tion program was discussed, The 
delegation, presided over by C. E. 
| Sete, chairman of the county

Committee Formed 

The county group also author- 
ized the appointment of a com-; 
mittee to work out a detailed emer- 
| gency and a lofg-time rehabilita- 
tion and flood control program. 
Mr. Manley and a representative 
from each city in the county was 
named on this committee. 

A. E. Stockburger, state direct- 
or of finances, will be in the court- 
house Thursday to -receive the 
committee's recommendations. Or 
the basis of these recommend:- 
tions and his personal observa- 
tion, Mr, Stockburger may allocate 
the county’s share of a $6,000,000 
fund for flood rehabilitation.

Responsibility Is - 
Developedin Girl | 
Scout Activities

“To play for your side and not 
for yourself” is one of Juliette 
Low’s rules for the game of Girl 
Scouting. This is not only a good 
rule for cooperation for teamwork 
but is a most important phase for 
learning to become a _ responsible 
person. The individual who plays 
for her side does remember. her 
obligations, her duties, her loyalty 
to the purpose of that particular 
group activity. It is definitely a 
responsibility. 

The initiative, the desire to be- 
come a part of a group comes from 
belonging, by one’s own choice, to 
an organization where each indi- 
vidual will play the game. Mem- 
bership in any group automatical- 
ly gives each individual such a re- 
sponsibility. A Girl Scout troop 
is one of these organizations. 

The first law of the Girl Scouts 
states that her “honor” can be 
trusted. This means her individual | 
responsibility to herself as well | 
to her fellow members is recogniz- 
ed. This can be illustrated by an 
incident in one troop. The patrol 
leaders failed to attena the troop 
Court of Honor—therefore, no| 
plans were made for the following 
troop meeting... ... 

When meeting day came, the 
leaders decided to remain away 
from the meeting place. ‘What— 
no meeting!” and off the girls went 
to the leader’s home to investigate 
her absence. ‘Why—the patrol 
leaders didn’t come to their meet- | 
ing so I thought you didn’t want 
to have a meeting,” and great was 
the indignation of the group—their 
patrol leaders not living up to the 
responsibility of patrol leader. The 
younger girls, ten and eleven years 
of age, do realize the essence of 
responsibility. .They do learn to 
take their place in the small com- 
munity of Girl Scout living that 
later will parallel their place in 
community living as adults. . 

All. troop. activities are planned 
along the natural development of 
responsibility. Party planning, 
outings and activities at the troop 
meeting gives each girl an oppor- 
tunity for her suggestions and her 
talents. Her own share of re- 
sponsibility is recognized among 
the other members as an estab- 
lished part of the pleasures antici- 
pated by the entire group.

We believe that Scouting does just 
that for voung people; for the un- 
derlying ideals fostered by Scout- 
ing are the same as those of the 
three institutions combined. { 

A boy or girl is born into am 








home through no will of his own; 
he cannot pick or choose; it is a 
fixed ‘condition.. The church, like- 
wise, usually is an inheritance; 
from his parents, and he is sent 
to the denomination of his par- 
ents’ choice. School also is fixed 
by law and he must attend wheth- 
er he wishes to or not. 

But Scouting or a similar group 
offers him for the first time in his 
life a chance to join something or 
be something of his own free will, 
and as an individual. This very 
fact gives him a different view- 
poirt on the real value of these 
other institutions to which he must 
belong. For true Sccuting, boy or 
girl, has no other purpose than to 
supplement the good of our homes, 
churches and schools in a manner} 
that enhances their value and in a} 
way that is hardly possible for! 
any of these to do alone. 

The child sees his own home, 
church and school in relationship 
to those same infiuences of others 
and so is able to adjust himself in| 
a cooperative way in a world| 
whose most poignant human need!
